8, There shall be no agreement, | 
oral or written, expressed or im- 
plied, made with any Freshman 
prior to or during the Ri 
Period; no written bid shall 
given unti] the time specified 
the Rushing Rules. 

4.During the period of Rush Feeds 
all entertainment must cease at 
7:30 p. m., except at the house in | 
which the Rush Feed has been duly 
authorized for that night. In those | 
houses it must cease at 12 o'clock | 
midnight. | 

5. The Rush Feeds shall be of a 
uniform nature as prescribed by 
the Polygon. 

6. No fraternity or fraternity 
man shall spend money on any 
Freshman except in the event of 3 
regularly prescribed Rush Feed. | 

7, Freshmen must leave houses 
other than that in which they are 
residing by 8 p. m. every night 
prior to the Rush Feed period.

Four GI’s Form 
Drama Cooperative 


Four veterans returning to this 
country as students and faculty, 
found they had one urgent wish in 
common — to form a repertory 
theatre company. The desire to do 
this was not a sudden or wild 
dream. It was based on a solid back- 
ground of theatre experience preyi- 
ously shared which four years of 
war had served only to foster. The 
G's assembled their ideas and 
Actors Cooperative is the result. 

The real roots of Actors Coopera- 
tive, however, go back to 1938. In 
the summer of that year a group 
of young people gathered together 
in Bennington, Vermont, to launch 
a season of summer stock. Some of | 
the members were drama majors 
and graduates of Bennington Col- 
lege. Others came from various 
fields of theatrical activity. 

They called themselves the Ben- 
nington Stock Company and rented 
the old courthouse in the center 
of the small New England town, 
The large courtroom where justice | 
had been administered was dusted | 
and scrubbed and turned into a 
small but workable theatre, As the 
season was under way occasional 
cold drafts from the jail remained 
to remind the artists that this was 
a hallowed spot. Here the Ben- 
nington Stock Company presented 
a play a week for two summer sea-

The number, fifty-four, were 
greeted by Dr. Michael F, Walsh, 
newly appointed Director of Edu- 
cation of Rhode Islans and mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees: Lt. 
Governor John S, McKiernan who 
represented Gov. John O. Pastore, 
who was unable to attend the ex- 
ercises; and were addressed by 
Mrs. Bonaro Wilkinson Overstreet, 
noted adult educator and writer. 
President Carl R. Woodward con- 
ferred the Baccalaureate degrees 
upon the group and in a parting 
word to “alumni” addressed his 
“Charge to the Graduates,” calling 
for their hearty optimism as they 
enter their post-war careers, 

The graduating seniors, the 
greatest per cent of which were 
engineering students. represented 
all schools in the college includ- 
ing the schools of agriculture, bus- 
iness administration, science and 


| home economics. All but one, who 


received the Bachelor of Educa- 
tion degree, were granted the de- 
grée of Bachelor of Science. Of 
the fifty-four, twenty-nine are vet- 


| erans who have formerly been en- 


rolled at State. 

Mrs. Overstreet in her address, 
“The Importance of the Individual 
Today,” said that “most people to- 


| day feel more helpless than they 


really are. They feel helpless first, 
because their own values are so 
confused and mixed that they can- 
not focus their efforts * * * de- 
cide which things are first things, 
what they ought to call important 
or unimportant. They feel help- 
less because even when they know 
what they want to count for, what 
influence they want to exert, they 
do not have habits to fit their 
wishes; their practice too often 
contradicts or misrepresents what 
they believe. 

“A wise first step is to become 
familiar in more than haphazard 
fashion with what we might call 
our own areas of influence; the 
home, the place where we study, 
the groups to which we belong, the 
public domain where we move and 
shop and talk. the community, the 
nation, the world. In greater or 
less degree, what we say and do 
will be reflected in the behaviors 
of other people in all these areas, 
What should we expect of our- 
selves in relation to each area? 
First, we should expect that we 
will apply the same definition of 
the word good in all of them: to 
do so is the beginning of a value- 
system. The person who counts 
one sort of human relationship as 
good between members of a fam- 
ily but as soft-headed and un- 
realistic between those who work 
together, or between nations, can 
never achieve moral and spiritual 
wholeness. In the second place, 
we should expect of ourselves that 
our smallest dally behaviors and 
our major life efforts will be sup- 
ported by the same habit-system,” 
Mrs. Overstreet said. 

In talking to the graduating class 
Mr, Woodward asked, “What are 
the marks of a college graduate? 
What does your diploma signify to 
an expectant, critical, sometimes 
cynical world? In other words, 
what does society expect of the 
college graduate? 

“One of the most commonly ac- 
cepted attributes of the college 
graduate, of course, is a fund of 
knowledge, which is the core of 
a broad education. In addition— 
society expects the mastery of 
some special field of endeavor or 
training in preparation for one’s 
chosen occupation. * * * Above all, 
it is expected of the college man
